This formal arrangement has been thought 
necessary, in order to allay any apprehension in 


to which in all other respects, they were. en- 
titled. Their names were, Calvin and Em- 
erson Waterford. On the 19th of last Feb- 
ruary, they started fron Sullivan county, where 
they had always. lived, with the intention of 
coming to Wayne co., Indiana, where they have 
a relative residing. They took care to provide 
themselves with free papers, (they were born 
free,) and between them they had eighteen dol- 
lars and fifty cents in money. They travelled 
on foot, passed out of Tennessee, and thro’ 
the greater part of Kentucky, without molesta- 
tion. In several places, however, attempts were 
made to persuade them to tarry and work fora 
time, but they were bent on reaching Indiana. 

At Lexington, and other towns this side of it, 
they were admonished to beware of Williams: 
town, as they would most probably meet. with 
trouble there. 

Williamstown is in Grant county, about thir- 
ty-six miles beyond Covington, and is infamous 
on account of the murder committed there on 
the persons of two criminals, confined in jail, 
whom the maddened populace dragged out and 
hung on a gllows. 

A few miles the other side of this place, they 
discovered on the road-side, three men, lying in 
acornerof the fence, as if watching for seme- 
body. This put them in great fear, but, they 
had advanced too far. They proceeded,and had 
no sooner come up to where they were lying, 
than they sprung from their hiding place, and 
seized both of them as runaways. 

They were taken first before a magistrate, 
named Clark, who pronounced their papers good 
—and told the kidnappers they could do nothing. 
These wretches, however, were not satisfied to 
let their prey escape so easily, and dragged the 
young men on to Williamstown, where they fas- 
tened them in a tavern, till they could hunt up 
some magistrates of their own way of thinking. 
At last they came back to the tavern with two 
men named Lucas, and Evans, said to be magis- 
trates, who, having leoked at the free papers of 
the young men, said they were of no account, 
handed them over to the kidnappers, and told 
the Waterfords they must go to jail, in which 
they were accordingly immured without delay. 
It was extremely cold weather, and the jail was 
in a horrible condition, yet they were allowed 
no fire. When they asked for somethingto keep 
themselves comfortable, they were threatened 
with irons. The jailer, on committing them, 
plunged his hands into their pockets, and strip- 
ped them of every copper of their money. 

Constant efforts were made_to entrap them in 
falsehood. All sorts of people were sent to ask 
them all sorts of questions. They were adver- 
tised in the papers as runaways taken up; and 
they overheard the men who seized them, con- 
gratulating the jailer, and saying, “it would be 
five hundred dollars in their pockets.” A man 
in the same town at one time offered them $40 
for their chance, but they laughed at him, se 
confident were they of obtaining ¢ 


blood.

its sanctions, or modes of observance :—and that 
is, its influence on the business and working 
classes. Intense devotion to the acquisition of 
wealth, and hard labor for a bare subsistence, are 
alike injurious to the whole system. Their ten- 
dency is, to foster the selfish feelings, to paralyse 
the social affections, to destroy the elasticity of 
the intellect, to deteriorate the physical frame,— 
in fact to animalize the whole man. 

The institation of the Sabbath is calculated to 
correct, to # greatextent, this tendency. It com- 
mands rest for man and beast. It gives to the 
overtasked physical powers a chance to renew 
their energies. In secures to the Immortal 
Principle in man time to dwell upon its relations 
to Futurity, and another state of existence. And 
it provides opportunity for social worship. 

It may be said, that all these things should 
characterize every day life. So they ought. Man 
labors too much—is too worldly—is too profane. 
His life should be continual worship. But, such 
is not the fact; and it is for the existing state of 
things, we must provide. Because we cannot 
have the world just asit should he, it is noreason 
why we ought not approximate the right stand- 
ard as nearly as possible. Give men a Sabbath, 
then, that they may be reminded of what they 
are, and what they may become. 

Sometime since we noticed the fact, that the 
civil authorities in France had ordered a suspen- 
sion of labor on the public works on the Sab- 
bath. It was a praiseworthy aet—it was an or- 
dinance of humanity—it indicated decided 
progress in Caristian civilization. Itis a great 
step towards the amelioration of the condition of 

the laboring classes. When Governments are so 
far awakened to a sense of their duty towards 
these classes, as to secure them a Sabbath of rest 
from toil, it will not be long before they begin to 
inquire whether their labor on other days be not 
excessive. Recollect, there was no fanaticism or 
sectarism in this movement. It sprang from 
a simple conviction that the interests of man, 
and, of course, the highest welfare of society, 
demanded the observance of one day in seven, 
as.a day of rest, relaxation and social worship. 

Would that as much could be said for the Hu- 
manity of our Republic, as that corrupt Monar- 
chy! But it is notorious, that the ravenous lust 
of gain in this country is constantly overleaping 
all barriers, all laws, in its yearnings for wealth. 
Man and beast are taxed to the very uttermost. 
Our Rivers and Railroads—all our thoroughfares, 
know of no sacred rest. The poor boatman, en- 
gineer, and stage-man, are outcasts from the pale 
of humanity. They are treated asif they had 
no souls; and the consequence is, their degener- 
aney exceeds, perhaps, that of any other class in 
the community. 

Let the man who has a heart to feel for the 
degradation of his fellow men, visit our wharf 
on the Sabbath. Here are boats arriving and de- 
parting. One is discharging cargo, another tak- 
ing itin, There, the hands are employed in re- 
fiting the machinery; another boat they are 
repairing; and yonder isa new one, which they 
are now finishing.

“On the 18th or 19th inst., the Commanding 
General laid before me the proceedings of a 
meeting of the officers of the 4th regiment of 
artillery, held at Fort Monroe, on the 7th inst., 
for the purpose, ‘of taking into consideration the 
propriety of sending a delegate to Washington to 
attend to their interests.”

Allow 
your hands to reeruit their forces one day in 
seven, and in the long run, you will get more 
work out of them, in the six days, than by ply- 
ing them the entire seven days. 
It is then net only inhuman to withold a Sab- 
bath from laboring men, but most wretched 
economy. But, grant that a little more gain 
might be wrung from toil unintermitted, is not 
the body more than meat, and the life more than 
raiment? And is not the soul of more value 
than pelf? What kind of a heart must that 
owner or captain have, who can deliberately 
withold from his hands a privilege, the want of 
which israpidly hastening their descent to the 
lowest fepthe of degradation and vice! 


We ask the attention of the public to this 
matter. Merchants and shippers among us can

Rather a Mistake. 

Liberty men have been at pains to record with 
pleasure the noble acts of John Q. Adamson the 
slave-question. The cool, calm courage of J. 
R. Giddings, displayed in his vigilant opposition 
to the encroachments of the Slave Power, they 
have signalized in appropriate terms- And yet, 
they have never been so blind, as not to discrim- 
inate between their services to the cause of hu- 
man rights, and what they regard, their serious 
errors.

Wesay then, plainly, that the reason why the 
Daily Press, in this city (we speak now partic- 
ularly of the morning papers,) cannot expose 
& denounce, the evil to which we have referred, 
is, that it tsinvolved in the same condemnation.— 
And, in this respect, we suppose,it is not peculiar. 
The printing establishments of the morning pres- 
ses throughout the country, with few exceptions 
we presume, recognize no day of rest in the seven. 
Christmas, the 4th of July, Thanksgiving day, 
are cheerfully allowed to their hands, as holy- 
days; but the most important holyday of all, if 
we may use the term, ie withheld. 

And what is still worse, this unintermitted 
toil on the part of the printers, is without excuse. 
It is notorious, that the whole of Montdlay morn- 
ing’s paper can be set up, and prepared for the 
press, on Saturday; and that any news of im- 
portance which may arrive in the interval, can 
be set up early on Monday morning time enough 
to have it outin the paper. The only thing re- 
quired is, rising one or two hours earlier. In no 
case, we believe, need there be a delay of more 
than an hour in the issue of the paper—in most 
cases, the necessity of even that delay, will not 
happen. And then, the conductors of the press 
would have the satisfaction of reflecting that they 
had conformed toa most beneficent usage of 
society—that they had not been the oppressors 
of the working-man-that through their manage- 
ment, he had had time given him for rest, to re- 
eruit his animal forces, and improve his moral 
and intellectual condition-and, if they were re- 
ligious men, they could rejoice in the conscious- 
ness that they had pleased their Maker. And 
all this satisfaction and enjoyment on their part, 
all this great good to their workmen, could be 


secured, without a single sacrifice of their in- 
terests. 
We plead for the printers. Theirs is a hard 


life at the best. Late hours and the nature of 
the metal which they handle, are detrimental 
enough to health. A little more of the fresh 
air is a privilege which should not be denied 
them. ForGod’s sake, give them at least one 
day in seven, to think, with something else than 
their fingers—to study, if you please, the volume 
of Revelation and of Nature, whose glorious 
ideas, their art has oftenrendered visible to others, 
while unperceived by themselves. 

We know that printers suffer buth in body 

and morals by everlasting drudgery. They 
would rejoice to be released entirely from Sun- 
day work. Why not release them? Why not 
have every office in the city closed? Not the 
shadow of a reason can be assigned. 
Let the Press then correct its own fault, and 
its appeals will be potential, when it shell plead 
for the boatmen—for a sabbath of rest to every 
toil-worn man.

by private hands or expresses. The practice of 
sending by private hands originated at the time 
of the suspension of specie payments; & the rea- 
sons were alleged to be, exorbitant postage, 
and lack of change. The bill made no conces- 
sion to public sentiment. The evil was in the 
unreasonable rates of postage on the shorter 
routes—but the bill reduced the rates on the 
routes between 100 and 250 miles, only two and 
ahalfcents. And yet 300,000 letters were car- 
ried on these routes. On the route of 500 miles, 
the bill proposed a reduction of 10 cents. It 
was the opinion of all business men with whom 
he had conversed that the amendment would 
increase the number of letters fourfold. 

Mr. Dayton objected to portions of the 
phraseology, and offered amendments, for the 
purpose of enforcing the penalties of the act. 
He did not believe that the number of letters 
would be so far increased under the proposed 
rates, as to afford an adequate revenue, 

After some remarksin reply by Mr. Merrick, 
the Senate adjourned. 

It is evident that the minds of Senators are 
greatly perplexed on this subject: and no won- 
er. So dissimilar are the circumstances of Eng- 
land and this country, that the {experiment of 
the formeris an uncertain guide for the latter. 

Congress ought to make up its mind upon one 
point—and that is; no radical reform can be 
made in the Post Office Department, which will 
not for the first few years impose considerable 
burthen on the National Treasury. If they are 
prepared for this, we see not why they might not 
as well act promptly on the question. 

The House, April Ist, after attending to sev- 
eral items of important business, resolved itself 
into Committee of the Whole and proceeded to 
the business of the territories. Several bills 
making appropriations &c.—were then up, con- 
sidered, and laid aside to be reported. 

The bill to authorize the President to sell the 
reserved lead mines in Illinvis, Iowa, and Wis- 
consan, gave rise to considerable debate. Cave 
Johnson, Holmes of South Carolina, Barnard of 
New York &c.--oppesed the bill. They thought 
the lands too valuable to be disposed of in this 
way. Johnson moved an amendment providing 
for their examination and valuation before sale, 
and forbidding sale unless for two-thirds their 
valuation. 

Mr. Dodge spoke with some warmth against 
the amendment. The bill was a fair on¢—gran- 
ted no pre-emptions—and required that a notice 
of six instead of three months should be given; 
proclamation to be made in all the Atlantic cit- 
ies. He thoughtit just. The inhabitants resid- 
ing upon the lead region had been subjected to 
great hardship and inconvenience; the business 
of mining was precarious and poorly compen- 
sated. It was nothing more than right to bring 
these lands in market. Why should the same 
privilege which had been extended to the citi- 
zens of Missouri be withheld from those of Io- 
wa, Wisconsin and Illinois? 

The amendment of Mr. Johnson was very pro- 
perly rejected ; and the bill after an unimportant 
amendment, was laid aside to be reported.

In other words, while the re- 
ceipts at New Orleans for the seven months 
this season are nearly twice and a half as much 
as they were for the same period last season, 
the suipmMents are Within a fraction of three and 
a half times as much. This is a very favorable 
condition of the great Depot of the Pork of 
Cincinnati and the West. Of the shipments 
from New Orleans this season, 162,153 brls. 
were sent to New York, 78,792 to Boston, 10,-

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“Midway” Morality. 

With some men, the perfection of all wisdom 
is, to stand midway. They are always seeking 
that narrow line which divides Right from 
Wrong, Truth from Falsehood, fondly hoping 
that with one leg on each side, they may stand 
steadfast and immovable, always abounding in 
a good name. Ultraism, which means in their 
vocabulary, a decided and definite committal, 
either on the right or wrong side, is the contin- 
ual subject of their censure. Judging from 
their tone, you would suppose that the only real 
evil in the world was, being zealously affected, no 
matter whether in.a good or bad cause. When 
they speak of the wltraists of the North, they 
mean those who have no compromise to make 
with Slavery: those who stand stiffly for slave- 

ry, root and branch, they denounce as the ul- 
traists of the South. The wise, the moderate, 
the truly patriotic, ate the midway men—those 
who believe in lying a little and speaking truth a 
little. Such love to hold the éruth in unright- 
cousness, supposing that the latter will prove ® 
recommendation to the former. They are fond 
of moderate councils. When the storm rages, 
they neither peep nor mutter. When the sun 
shines, they put forth their heads just to say, 

“that they are opposed to ultraism on the one 

side or the other, and go fora ‘wide and wise 

philanthropy.’ If they see a decided man near 
them—‘‘my dear sir, they ery, “‘you are one-si- 
ded.” They gently remind the man who is di- 
recting his efforts to the overthrow of a great 
evil, that he is amonomaniac. “Why not stand 
midway between extremes, and take broad and 
statesmanlike views of things, as wedo? Oh! 
these Northern and Southern fanatics!” 

The “midway” men have prevailed in all ages. 

In olden time they were those who made broad 

their phylacteries, and adorned the tombs of the 

prophets whose zeal they detested. They were 
your moderate, wise, conservative men. They too, 
like our modern midway men, were chiefly em- 
ployed in balancing themselves between Good 
and Evil, in maintaining the centre of gravity, 
so accurately, that it was difficult to say whether 
they leaned on one side or the other. John the 

Baptist they held, had a Devil—he was an ultra- 

ist on the side of self-denial. Our Saviour they 

denounced as gluttonous and a wine bib- 
ber. While they themselves, standing ‘midway,’ 


equally removed from all extremes, were the 
truly wise and patriotic. ; 
A true representation of this species of refor- 


mers would be a bloodless statue, standing on a 
line that might be called Betweenity, dividing 
Truth from Falsehood; with two faces, one look- 
ing down on the former, one on the latter, and 
with two tongues, one for asserting, one for 
qualifying, It should be labelled, Compromise. 
It would make a capital picture. As to our- 
selves, we confess, these midway men are not 
to our liking. They always remind us of the 
warning voice of Him, who walked among the 
golden candlesticks: “I know thy works, that 
they are neither hot nor cold: I would they 
were cold or hot. So then because thou art luke- 
warm, and neither cold nor hot, I will spue thee 
out ofmy mouth.” And if we mistake not, In- 
spiration hasin another place, put an ineffacea- 
ble brand of condemnation upon this midway 
morality. “What fellowship hath Light with 
Darkness—Christ with Belial? Ye cannot serve 
God and Mammon: ”—which means, we suppose, 
that thereis no moral Pharmacy which can work 
up Truth and Falsehood into one harmonious, 
sanative compound.
